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This infect is one of the largeft of the papiliona- 


ccous tribe. The upper half of the fuperior wings 
is 


is of a rich brown, undulated with a few deeper 
tranfverfe ftria, while the remainder is of a very 
deep blue, the middle part more lucid than the reft. 
The body is brown. It isa native of South Ame- 
rica. The under furface of the wings is by no 
means deftitute of beauty, being of a brown colour, 
varied with lighter clouds, and undulated with in- 
numerable blackifh ftreaks, and on each of the lower 
wings is an extremely large ocellated blackifh fpot, 
furrounded by a broad ring of pale yellow, which 
is again encircled with black. Ata great diftance 
above thefe very large fpots on cach fide is fituated 
a fmaller fpot of the fame form.
